Overwork 

The increasing wave of protest 
which has arisen in France against 
the excessive degree of work required 
of the younger students has led to 
definite action by the Academie de 
Medecine. A motion has. been passed 
setting forth that the candidates for 
the baccalaureate dégree -are  over- 
worked and advocating specifically 
& narrower curriculum, more hy- 
gienic class-rooms and the abolition 
of night study to be done at home. 
It has been contended for a. long 
time that the school and university 
authorities in France’ require. alto- 


gether too much work from their 


charges. This ig particularly true of 
the “bachot," a degree almost as 
advanced as the Anglo-Saxon A. B., 
but which is taken by French stu- 
dents at the age of about sixteen. 
After weeks of intensive “cramming” 
the candidates are forced: to undergo 
a series of examinations which last 
all day for nearly a: week. The amount 
of study thus required is so great 
that it leaves no time at.all for ath- 
letic or social activities.
